I  In-gan  the  ministry  by  writittg  out 
mysr;  ;n'.ni  with  great  care,  atid  taking 
every  mamis«*t-ipt  into  tliepi.lpit  and  con¬ 
fining  myself  -.trictlv  to  it.  But  coming 
out  <>f  a  the- 'logical  seminary  with  but 
little  preparation  in  the  way  of  sermon 
material,  1  found  the  pre|iuratiou  of  two 
sermon*  and  a  lecture  a  week  a  complete 
physical  exhaustion,  so  I  retracted  from 
that  habit  and  usetl  no  notes  at  all.  My 
first  exis-rience  in  this  new  departure 
was  mark.  I  and  unusual.  It  was  in  iny 
village  church  cit  Bellville,  N.  J.  Find¬ 
ing  that  I  must  stop  the  exhaustive  work 
of  preparation  1  resolved  on  a  certain 
Sunday  night  to  tsYteinjiorize.  The  church 
had  ordinarily  l>«*en  lighted,  with  lamps, 
as  there  was  no  g:is  in  the  village,  but 
the  tmste**s  had  built  a  gas  house  in  the 
rear  of  the  church,  and  the  new  mode  of 
lightin  tie-  e  iii  ice  was  to  be  tested  the 
v.  .  m  ,.n  1  had  decided  to  la-gin  my  ex- 
teniiH>raneouss|H-aking.  The  church  was 
thronged  with  people  who  had  come  to 
see  tiie  new  mode  of  lighting.  1  had 
about  ten  minutes  of  my  sermon  in  manu¬ 
script  and  put  it  down  on  the  Bible,  in¬ 
tending  when  the  manuscript  gave  out 
to  launch  out  on  the  great  sea  of  ex¬ 
tern  non meousness.  Although  it  was  a 
cool  night  it  was  a  very  hot  one  for  me, 
and  the  thermometer  seemed  to  be  about 
up  to  1*0  i legs.  At  a  very  slow  rate  I 
went  on  with  my  sermon,  making  my* 
manuscript  last  as  long  as  jiossible. 

('•lining  within  three  or  four  sentences 
of  what  Iliad  written  and  in  great  trepida¬ 
tion  as  to  what  would  happen  when  1  be¬ 
gan  to  exteuqiorizc,  suddenly  the  gas¬ 
light-*  I ■  averts  1  to  half  their  intended  size. 

I  said  within  myself  •  *Oli !  if  the  gas 
would  only  go  out!”  and  sure  enough,  as 
1  utt.  red  tin*  last  word  of  my  manuscript 
the  lights  were  suddenly  extinct.  I  said: 
“Brethren,  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  pro¬ 
ceed.  Receive  the  benediction.”  I  went 
home  greatly  relieved,  feeling  that  I  had 
In  ,  n  r. ve  il'  d  from  a  great  crisis,  but 
fully  rcs-'lved  that  I  would  "break  the 
bondage  ul  manuscript  and  be  ;i  free  man 
in  tin*  pulpit,  and  my  habit  has  been  to 
exteuc-orize  ever  since.  God  lias  made 
till 4  l-i-iks  for  pulpit  texts — the  Book  of 
Revelation,  the  Lknik  of  Nature  and  the 
Book  of  l’rmidence.  All  tln-st*  l looks  are 
inspired,  t'liiist  took  most  of  his  texts 
Iron i  the  Book  of  Nature— “Consider  the 
li,..  .”  »•  Bi-lu -Id  the  fowLs  of  the  air,” 
•*S.dt  is  good,”  “.As  a  hen  fathered  her 
chicken*  under  her  wing.”  I  have'  only 
one  idea  in  the  sermon,  and  that  is  help- 
fulness.  Every  man  needs  help,  unlesa 
he  Ih*  a  fool,  in  some  part  of  his  nature 
or  in  some  of  the  circumstances  of  his 
Rft*  he  need-,  fe-cnforcement.  If  men  find 
a  practical  helpfulness  in  the  sermons, 
pravers  and  singing  of  a  church  they  wW.l 
go  there.— ‘‘J.  A.  McK.”  in  Brooklyn
